Japanned Cast Angle Iron Frame full steel braced; Adjustable Carriage and Large 
Sprocket Wheel. The Main Shaft and Grinding Wheel are ball bearing and self-align¬ 
ing. The Carborundum Wheel is mounted on a ball bearing hub, which moves along the 
shaft. The arm is pushed along by a screw shaft and is also counter-balanced by a 
weight at the back of the machine. Has a Belt Shifter and Brake for stopping machine 
quickly. A Sharpening Attachment, which grinds skates concave, is also included. 
The Feed can be stopped at any point, being thrown in and out by means of a trip 
lever, which throws the feed nut in mesh with screw shaft. Adjustable Supports 
controlled by adjusting screws make the Grinding Wheel cut equally at both ends of 
the Mower. They allow the Wheels to turn, which prevents the Ratchets of the 
Wheels interfering and also holds the Mower securely. 

Driving Shaft is 1 X A inches; Grinding Wheel is 5 inches in diameter with %-inch 
face, and is driven by a f^-inch Bicycle Chain from Main Shaft. Adjustable Hood over 
Grinding Wheel protects machine from emery dust. Length over all 44 inches; width 
at base 18 inches; height from floor to center of main shaft 36- inches; height over all 
53 inches. Can be used for Mowers up to 24 inches. Regularly furnished with I%x4- 
inch tight and loose belt pulleys and gear drive. We can also furnish with large 
hand wheel in place of gear drive as illustrated, and with balance wheel in place of 
the belt pulleys, when so ordered.
